Today, in Cause No. 37366 GCA 78, the Indiana Utility Regulatory Commission approved the gas
cost adjustment requested by Southern Indiana Gas and Electric for the months of May, June and
July 2003. Customers will pay less this quarter, and less than they did this time last year. The tables
below show the impact on customers.
